There is one Protestant and one Roman Catholic Secretary, at a salary of 
400/. a year each. One Accountant, at an annual salary of 300/., and one Office 
Keeper, at an annual salary of 50/. These officers are all appointed by the Lord 
Lieutenant, and their salaries are fixed by the Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury, under the 7th Section of the 7 & 8 Yict. c. 97 ; but we 
are not aware whether, they are to be considered as being in the te employment ” 
of “the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, 
within the meaning of the Order of the House of Commons. 

There is also a person employed by the Commissioners as a Scrivener, at a 
weekly salary of 1 /■ 5 s., or 65 l. per annum, and his salary is paid out of the 
money allowed for the incidental expenses of the office.
